REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


Your  school  board  is  gratified  to  be  able  to  say-  that  the 
past  year  has  been,  on  the  whole,  a  successful  one  in  our 
schools.  Seven  schools  have  been  maintained  for  the 
usual  period  of  thirty  weeks,  except  the  one  at  West  Hop- 
kinton,  which  closed  one  week  earlier  on  account  of  sick- 
ness among  the  scholars. 

The  high  school  has  been  in  session  for  thirty-six  weeks 
of  the  past  year.  In  June  a  large  class  will  graduate 
from  the  high  school;  the  first  class  to  complete  the  full 
course  in  this  school. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  passed  at  the  special  meet- 
ing in  August,  the  school  board  of  Hopkinton  united  with 
the  school  boards  of  Warner  and  Bradford  to  form  a 
supervisory  district  for  the  purpose  of  hiring  a  superin- 
tendent of  schools.  We  were  fortunate  in  securing  the 
services  of  Mr.  J.  A.  MacDougall,  who  has  been  a  successful 
superintendent  in  a  Massachusetts  district  for  several 
years.  The  salary  of  the  superintendent  is  $1,400,  mak- 
ing the  cost  to  the  Hopkinton  district  $233.33  per  year. 
This  is  but  little  more  than  the  pay  of  a  teacher  in  one  of 
our  rural  schools  and  less  than  the  pay  of  a  teacher  in  a 
village  school.  It  seems  to  your  school  board  that  there  is 
no  way  in  which  the  district  can  expend  this  amount  to  so 
good  advantage  as  in  paying  it  towards  the  salary  of  a 
skilled  superintendent  of  schools. 

One  of  the  most  perplexing  questions  that  confronts  a 
school  board  is  the  proper  conveyance  of  scholars  living  in 
the  out  districts  of  the  town.  The  only  law  for  our  guid- 
ance is  that  which  allows  school  boards  to  expend  twenty- 
five  per  c(int.  of  the  school  money  for  the  conve.yance  of 
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scholars.  In  most  cases  we  have  paid  for  conveying 
scholars  living  more  than  one  and  a  half  miles  from  the 
nearest  school.  We  have  endeavored  to  secure  reliable 
persons  who  would  see  that  the  children  were  made  com- 
fortable ;  but  we  are  not  always  able  to  secure  just  the  per- 
sons we  would  like  for  this  work.  In  the  past  year  $695.15 
was  paid  for  conveying  scholars. 

During  the  past  two  j^ears  a  few  of  the  scholars  living  in 
the  easterly  part  of  the  town  have  had  their  tuition  paid 
at  the  Concord  Main  Road  school.  This  has  been  satisfac- 
tory to  the  parents  and  has  not  been  very  expensive  to  the 
district,  so  we  believe  this  plan  should  be  continued. 

Within. the  district  are  eleven  schoolhouses  not  now  in 
use.  Some  of  these  houses  are  nearly  new  and  in  good  re- 
pair, others  are  older  and  will  soon  be  in  bad  condition. 
We  believe  at  least  a  part  of  these  houses  should  be  sold 
as  it  will  cost  considerable  to  keep  them  in  repair,  and  un- 
less kept  in  repair,  they  are  of  no  use  to  anyone 

During  the  year  the  schoolhouse  at  Hopkinton  village 
has  been  shingled  and  other  repairs  made  on  the  interior 
of  the  house.  The  house  at  Stumpfield  has  been  painted 
and  refitted. 

The  high  school  building  needs  painting,  and  repairs  on 
other  houses  will  require  about  the  usual  appropriation  for 
the  coming  year.

Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

To  the  School  Board  of  Hopkinton :  . 

I  herewith  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  superin- 
tendent of  schools  of  Hopkinton. 

It  seems  best  that  at  this  time  T  should  give  a  brief 
statement  of  the  work  and  duties  of  my  position. 

Expert  supervision  of  schools  is  necessary  for  the  same 
reason  that  expert  supervision  is  necessary  in  a  manufac- 
turing establishment.  No  manufacturer  would  think  of 
running  a  plant  without  having  as  manager  or  superin- 
tendent a  man  who  had  made  that  work  his  life  study. 
This  does  not  do  away  with  the  necessity  of  having  a 
board  of  directors  and  other  officials.  Their  work  is  as 
important  as  ever.  But  the  superintendent  is  the  recog- 
nized executive  head. 

The  same  is  true  in  regard  to  the  work  of  the  school 
board  and  the  superintendent.  The  chief  functions  of  the 
board  are  legislative  and  judicial,,  while  the  board  looks 
to  the  superintendent  for  the  carrying  out  of  its  ideas.  He 
has  no  powers  except  those  delegated  to  him  by  the  board. 

His  first  duty  is  to  recommend  to  the  board  efficient 
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teachers  and  to  see,  to  the  extent  of  his  a])ility,  that  in- 
efficient are  not  appointed.  At  the  same  time  he  will,  to 
the  utmost  of  his  ability,  seek  to  increase  the  efficiency  of 
teachers  already  at  work. 

Then  it  is  his  duty  to  see  that  some  definite  program  of 
studies  is  followed.  School  teachers  are,  as  a  class, 
neither  better  nor  worse  than  other  people;  they  will  do 
only  what  is  required  of  them,  and  will  do  it  only  as  well  as 
they  are  required  to  do  it.  Hence  it  is  impossible  for  the 
board,  by  one  or  two  visits  a  term,  to  keep  the  teachers  on 
definite  lines  of  work.  The  superintendent,  by  visiting  the 
school  as  often  as  may  be  necessary,  can  by  criticisms  and 
suggestions  both  lighten  the  burden  of  the  teacher 's  work, 
and  at  the  same  time  make  it  more  definite  and  therefore 
more  efficient. 

Then,  again,  it  is  his  duty  to  co-operate  with  school 
board,  teacher  and  truant  officer  in  securing  regular  at- 
tendance. 

In  assuming  my  duties  here  I  found  the  teachers  rather 
afraid  that  I  would  criticise  too  severely  or  unfairly  or 
that  I  would  offer  the  criticisms  before  the  pupils.  My 
course  at  the  first,  therefore,  was  to  get  the  teachers  to 
understand  that  I  was  as  anxious  for  them  to  succeed  as 
they  themselves  were.  In  some  cases  our  ideas  of  success 
have  not  coincided.  I  have  found  some  whose  chief  aim 
seems  to  have  been  to  keep  parents  and  children  happy  and 
pleased,  while  I  have  tried  to  keep  before  them  the  idea 
that  this  is  not  necessarily  an  end.  Their  chief  aim  must 
be  strong,  effective  work.  If  this  aim  is  kept  constantly 
in  view  and  labored  for  tactfully,  the  goodwill  of  parents 
and  children  will  be  theirs.  The  aim  of  our  public  schools 
is,  and  must  be,  to  fit  the  boys  and  girls  for  citizenship. 

However,  I  have  found  in  general  a  ready  response  to 
my  suggestions.  It  is  not  yet  easy  for  some  to  get  away 
from  the  idea  that  they  are  hired  to  keep  school,"  but 
I  have  quietly  yet  persistently  tried  to  keep  before  them 
the  fact  that  they  are  paid  to  teach.    Good  order  in  the 
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school  room  is  necessary  as  a  means  to  an  end;  it  is  not  in 
itself  an  end.  Noise  or  disorder  on  the  part  of  one  pupil 
interferes  with  good  work,  and  therefore  with  the  success 
of  his  fellow.  Respect  for  the  rights  of  others  must  be 
the  lavf  of  the  school  room  as  it  is  in  the  outside  world. 

In  going  from  school  to  school  I  have  tried  to  show  the 
teacher  how  she  could  so  teach  the  subject  in  hand  that  the 
pupils  might  get  out  of  it  the  greatest  amount  of  informa- 
tion and  also  the  most  mental  discipline.  To  do  "this  I 
have  often  taken  charge  of  the  class  for  a  time,  so  that 
the  teacher  might  get  a  suggestion  as  to  how  she  could  bet- 
ter teach  the  subject. 

It  is  so  difficult  for  teachers  in  the  outlying  schools  to 
get  to  the  village  that  I  have  held  few  general  teachers' 
meetings,  but  I  have  tried  to  make  of  each  visit  to  a  school 
a  teacher's  meeting  for  that  particular  teacher. 

I  found  throughout  the  district  that  the  standard  of 
reading  was  not  as  high  as  it  might  be,  anl  since  reading 
is  the  subject  of  prime  importance  in  the  lower  grades  I 
have  laid  special  stress  upon  its  teaching,  both  as  to 
methods  used  and  also  the  amount  to  be  accomplished. 

During  the  first  three  years  of  a  child's  school  life  he 
should  acquire  the  ability  to  read  readily  and  understand- 
ingly  any  ordinary  easy  English,  and  he  should  also 
acquire  the  ability  to  get  for  himself  the  pronunciation  of 
new  words.  To  accomplish  this,  he  must  be  taught  by 
some  definite  method  the  phonograms  of  which  words  are 
built  up,  and  must  read  six  to  eight  primers  and  first  read- 
ers during  the  first  year,  and  as  many  or  more  suitably 
graded  readers  during  each  of  the  second  and  third  years. 
From  the  beginning  of  the  fourth  year  the  reading  should 
be  chiefly  for  information  and  facility  in  getting  thought' 
from  the  printed  page. 

I  have  not  found  the  attendance  what  it  should  be. 
Parents  do  not  seem  to  realize  the  harm  thoy  are  doing  to 
their  children  in  permitting  them  to  stay  at  home,  or  to  go 
to  school  tardy  on  some  flimsy  excuse.    The  children  are 
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missing  a  portion  of  the  work  and  are  therefore  falling 
behind  their  fellows,  and  at  the  same  time  they  are  getting 
the  habit  of  only  half  attending  to  the  work  they  are  doing. 
This  habit  will  prove  a  serious  handicap  to  them  in  after 
life.  They  should  be  made  to  feel  that  school  is,  at  this 
stage  of  their  lives,  their  chief  business,  and  as  such  to  be 
attended  to  closely  and  earnestly. 

I  desire  to  express  to  parents,  school  board  and  teachers 
my  appreciation  of  the  general  hearty  co-operation  ex- 
tended to  me  in  my  work.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


The  board  has  been  harmonious  in  striving  to  hold  our 
schools  to  the  high  standard  of  excellence  set  in  recent 
years.  Besides  the  graded  schools  in  the  villages,  we  have 
maintained  three  ungraded  schools  for  thirty-one  weeks. 
The  board  congratulates  the  district  upon  the  present 
condition  of  the  schools.  It  has  required  much  hard  work 
and  patient  thought  and,  with  one  exception,  a  change  in 
the  entire  corps  of  teachers. 

Owing,  as  we  do,  so  much  to  the  state  it  is  right  that 
we  should  seek  in  every  w^ay  to  meet  the  approval  of  its 
authorities  in  education.  Thus  a  word  of  approval  should 
be  welcomed  by  all  for  its  expert  supervision.  We  are 
certainly  fortunate  in  our  place  in  a  supervisory  district. 
The  town  of  Bradford  dropping  out  of  our  district  of  a 
year  ago,  Concord  town  district  took  its  place.  The  joint 
board  of  the  new  district  voted  at  once  to  retain  the  ser- 
vices of  the  same  superintendent  at  an  advanced  salary — 
in  which  vote,  it  is  needless  to  say,  our  board  unanimously 
and  heartly  concurred.  We  are  free  to  say  that  we  have 
reached  a  point  where  we  can  see  the  benefit  of  this  system. 
Eight  years  of  trial  in  our  state  of  expert  supervision  has 
proved  its  value  bej^ond  a  peradventure.  There  is  very 
little  dissent.  Of  seventy-eight  towns  in  our  state  that 
have  been  under  expert  supervision  only  five  have  rescinded 
their  vote  and  one  of  these  has  voted  to  return ;  in  another 
the  vote  was  carried  by  one  majority  and  in  another  of 
th(!  thre(;  n^maining  th(;  school  board  has  tried  to  accom- 
plish iho  same  result  by  having  one  of  their  number  super- 
intendent with  a  stated  salary.    Perhaps  the  action  of  the 
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other  two  could  be  explained  as  not  entirely  against  the 
system  if  we  knew  the  facts. 

We  doubt  whether  any  one  reading  our  superintend- 
ent's report,  submitted  herewith,  can  fail  to  see  the  value 
of  the  work.  Its  extra  expense  to  our  town  district  is 
small  in  comparison  with  the  increasing  value  of  its  re- 
sults. 

The  matter  of  conveying  pupils  has  been  somew^hat  less 
of  a  problem  than  in  the  past.  The  board  as  a  whole  has 
given  careful  attention  to  each  case  as  it  has  presented 
itself  and  has  tried  to  have  each  case  treated  on  its  own 
merits,  or  demerits  and  settled  as  satisfactorily  as  possible. 
It  is  not  likely  that  all  friction  can  be  avoided,  but  we 
look  for  less  in  the  future.  We  are  not  adverse  to  having 
schools  kept  at  different  points  in  town  should  conditions 
serve  to  render  it  advisable.  But  there  seems  to  be  no 
present  necessity  for  such  action;  indeed,  it  seems  that 
the  school  at  Stumpfield  could  be  merged  with  that  of 
West  Hopkinton  to  the  mutual  advantage  of  each. 

The  West  Hopkinton  school  must  be  iniproved  to  keep 
pace  with  the  growth  of  that  part  of  our  town.  A  re- 
modelled building,  with  perhaps  a  change  in  location,  and 
a  graded  school  of  two  departments  seem  to  be  called  for 
there  in  the  near  future.  Some  of  the  pupils  that  have 
been  attending  or  might  wish  to  attend  at  Contoocook 
could,  then  be  diverted  to  the  West  Hopkinton  school,  as 
others  to  the  Hopkinton  village  schools,  for  there  is  already 
a  congestion  at  Contoocook.  There  is  need  there  now  of 
another  department.  Experience  the  country  over  has 
demonstrated  the  fact  that  the  best  results  in  teaching 
can  be  gained  with  about  thirty  pupils  to  a  room — there 
are  about  forty-five  now  in  each  of  the  primary  and  gram- 
mar departments  at  the  high  school  building,  making  a 
need  for  an  intermediate  room.  How  this  can  be  brought 
about  is  not  clear,  as  there  was  no  thought  of  such  con-

ditions  when  the  building  was  constructed,  but  some  way 
out  must  be  found  soon. 

A  brief  statement  as  to  the  condition  of  our  school  build- 
ings. The  high  school  building  has  been  painted  in  a 
thorough  and  acceptable  manner.  The  school  house  at 
Emerson  Hill  has  been  shingled.  The  one  at  Beach  Hill 
has  been  shingled  in  part  and  it  needs  that  the  other  roof 
should  be  attended  to  at  once.  The  condition  of  an  un- 
occupied building  was  well  illustrated  by  the  Tyler  school 
house  last  spring — it  had  been  broken  into  and  window- 
glass,  curtains  and  supplies  were  destroyed  or  scattered 
about  the  interior.  Hatfield  was  in  a  similar  condition. 
Could  not  some  of  the  citizens  living  in  the  vicinity  of 
these  buildings  have  an  eye  to  their  condition?  Of  the 
twelve  school  houses  outside  the  villages,  four  are  in  good 
condition,  five  are  in  fair  shape  and  three  are  in  poor  re- 
pair— Tyler,  Hatfield  and  West  Hopkinton. 

The  schoolhouse  at  Sugar  Hill  should  be  painted.  More 
attention  needs  to  be  paid  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
out-buildings ;  there  is  direct  connection  between  the  moral 
tone  of  our  children  and  the  unsanitarj^  conditions  under 
which  we  often  allow  them  to  live. 

According  to  the  vote  of  the  district,  we  have  acquired 
a  large  play-ground  for  the  Hopkinton  Village  schools,  a 
financial  statement  regarding  which  is  submitted  with  our 
other  accounts. 

We  recommend  the  continuance  of  the  agreement  with 
Concord  town  district  whereby  some  of  our  children  at- 
tend the  Dimond  Hill  school  in  Concord.  Also  that  the 
district  at  its  annual  meeting  vote  to  hire  the  Farrington 
Corner  school  house  from  the  Concord  town  district  for 
an  indefinite  period,  as  this  vote  seems  to  })e  a  legal  neces- 
sity.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  School  Board  of  Hopkinton: 

I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  superin- 
tendent of  schools  of  Hopkinton. 

In  my  report  of  last  year,  I  gave  a  brief  outline  of  what 
I  consider  the  chief  work  of  a  superintendent,  and  also 
stated  briefly  my  general  plan  of  work.  This  plan  I  have 
followed  during  the  past  year  and  beg  leave  to  report  a 
good  degree  of  progress.  The  work  of  the  schools  has 
been  more  nearly  systematized;  the  teachers  are  working 
along  the  line  of  a  common  plan  or  programme,  and 
greater  stress  has  been  laid  upon  the  work  in  the  more 
important  subjects.  Most  important  of  all,  the  teachers 
have  greatly  improved  in  their  methods  of  teaching. 

The  plan  followed  is  that  outlined  in  the  State  Pro- 
gramme of  Studies.  This  programme  is  excellent,  and  is 
used,  sometimes  with  slight  modifications,  by  almost  every 
superintendent  in  the  state. 

It  lays  particular  stress  upon  reading  during  the  first 
three  years  of  a  child's  school  life,  at  the  end  of  which 
time  he  should  have  mastered  the  mechanics  of  reading, 
and  should  have  had  sufficient  practice  to  enable  him  to 
read  readily,  smoothly  and  with  understanding  any  or- 
dinary easy  prose.  If  this  be  accomplished  he  can,  from 
this  time  (mward,  make  much  greater  progress  with  his 
work.  Most  of  the  difficulty  which  children  have  with 
their  studies  grows  out  of  th(i  difficulty  they  have  in  read- 
ing their  work  aud  understanding  what  they  read.  If  one 
hnlf  of  M  child's  mental  eru^rgy  is  expended  in  getting  the 
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pronunciation  and  meaning  of  common  words  he  can  get 
very  little  of  the  thought  out  of  his  reading. 

In  language  and  grammar  the  programme  emphasizes 
the  importance  of  giving  the  child,  during  the  earlier 
years  of  his  school  life,  the  ability  to  express  his  thoughts 
in  good,  plain  English,  and  in  the  last  years,  the  funda- 
mentals of  English  grammar. 

In  arithmetic  it  aims  at  rapidity  and  accuracy  in  addi- 
tion, subtraction,  multiplication  and  division ;  common 
and  decimal  fractions,  including  the  different  phases  of 
percentage — taxes,  commission,  interest,  commercial  dis- 
count; denominate  numbers  and  the  tables  of  weights  and 
measures,  and  facility  in  solving  easy  problems  bearing 
on  these  subjects,  and  upon  practical  subjects.  Arithmetical 
puzzles,  and  difficult  problems  that  will  seldom,  or  never, 
-be  of  practical  use  to  the  pupils,  are  eliminated,  or  post- 
poned till  the  last  year  of  the  high  school,  when  their 
reasoning  powers  shall  have  become  stronger. 

In  writing,  the  work  aims  to  give  the  children  the 
ability  to  write  with  a  fair  degree  of  rapidity  in  a  neat, 
legible  hand.  This  calls  for  freedom  of  movement,  rather 
than  beauty  of  writing,  in  the  lower  grades,  form  and 
speed  coming  with  practice. 

The  work  in  history  and  geography  is  designed  to  give 
pupils  a  knowledge  of  the  world  and  its  peoples,  with 
special  reference  to  their  relations  to  the  United  States. 
The  chief  purpose  of  this  work  is  to  develop  a  healthy  * 
patriotism  and  to  fit  boys  and  girls  for  good  citizenship. 

The  purpose  of  the  teaching  of  physiology  is  to  make 
the  children  acquainted  with  their  bodies  and  their  com- 
mon functions;  to  teach  them  how  to  use  and  care  for 
them,  and  to  teach  them  the  injurious  effects  of  evil  habits 
and  poisonous  drugs. 

The  fact  that  this  programme  is  so  extensively  used 
throughout  the  state  is  much  in  favor  of  its  use  in  any 
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town,  for  in  school  matters  no  town  can  afford  to  stand 
aloof  and  deny  responsibility  for  general  educational  con- 
ditions. If  one  town  neglects  to  do  its  duty  in  providing 
for  the  education  of  its  children  other  towns  will  suffer 
with  it  for  this  neglect,  for  these  children  soon  grow  to 
maturity  and  from  among  them  is  recruited  that  class  of 
''undesirable  citizens"  who  shuffle  aimlessly  from  place 
to  place,  finally  settling  down  to  send  forth  another  gen- 
eration of  undeveloped  citizens,  if  not  a  generation  of 
criminals.  Hence  if  our  state  is  to  maintain  its  high 
standard  of  citizenship  each  town  must  not  only  do  its 
full  dut}^,  but  must  also  see  that  others  do  likewise. 

The  aim  and  object  of  ou.r  work  from  beginning  to  end, 
therefore,  is  to  fit  the  children  to  take  their  places,  in  the 
world  as  useful,  intelligent  citizens,  and,  so  far  as  we  can, 
fit  them  for  whatever  measure  of  success  their  ambitions 
and  natural  qualifications  may  lead  them  to  acquire. 

As  I  stated  in  my  report  a  year  ago,  reading  was  the 
subject  calling  for  the  most  attention,  and  through  the 
year  we  have  worked  to  remedy  this  condition,  and  the 
results  have  been  fairly  satisfactory.  We  have  almost 
entirely  eliminated  from  among  the  beginners  the  ' '  stupid ' ' 
pupil  who  ''cannot  learn  to  read."  Occasionally  there 
is  such  a  child  who  is  mentally  deficient,  or  very  slow  in 
developing,  but  they  are  very  rare.  The  most  of  such 
cases  are  the  result  of  poor  teaching  during  the  child's 
first  years  in  school.  The  child  who  does  not  learn  to 
read  during  the  first  three  years  of  his  school  life  will  in 
all  probability  never  learn  it,  and,  if  he  does  not  learn  to 
read,  other  avenues  of  learning  are  closed  to  him. 

After  the  child  has  become  fairly  proficient  in  reading, 
most  of  his  work  should  be  for  the  purpose  of  gaining 
information,  and  of  making  himself  familiar  with  good 
literature.  A  certain  portion  of  his  time  should  be  de- 
voted to  securing  good  expression,  but  all  the  child's  school 
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work,  and  all  his  home  reading,  tend  to  make  him  more 
and  more  proficient  in  this  greatest  of  all  human  inven- 
tions— the  recording,  translating  and  commnnicating  of 
thought. 

In  this  matter  we  have  made  good  progress.  The  be- 
ginners do  better  than  those  of  last  year  at  the  same  time, 
each  grade,  in  fact,  shows  greater  power  than  its  predeces- 
sor of  a  year  ago. 

In  language  and  grammar  the  same  thing  is  true.  We 
less  frequently  hear  pupils  express  a  dislike  for  this  work. 
Language  is  naturally  correlated  with  reading,  and  in 
school  work  must  be  so  correlated. 

The  arithmetic  work  is  much  better  than  last  year.  This 
is  due  partly  to  better  teaching,  and  partly  to  a  change 
in  text-books.  The  thoroughly  trained,  expert  teacher 
can  teach  a  subject,  and  get  good  results,  regardless  of 
text-books,  but  the  untrained  teacher  needs  the  best. 

This  brings  me  to  the  most  important  phase  of  a  super- 
intendent's work — finding  the  right  .teachers  for  village 
schools.    ''As  the  teacher,  so  is  the  school." 

The  highest  salary  paid  to  any  of  our  teachers  below 
the  high  school  is  $300  a  year;  the  lowest  $180 ;  while  the 
average  is  $250.80.  For  this  salary  it  is  not  possible  to 
get  trained  teachers  with  successful  experience.  For  $280 
to  $300  we  can  sometimes  get  recent  graduates  of  some 
normal  or  training  school,  possibly  a  graduate  who  has 
not  been  successful  elsewhere,  but  who  is  quite  likely  to 
do  well  under  changed  conditions.  In  either  case  the 
school  authorities  take  a  risk.  Then  there  remain  for  us 
two  classes:  first,  those  who  have  taught,  possibly  for 
years,  but  who,  on  account  of  lack  of  tact  or  good  judg- 
ment, or  through  lack  of  education  and  failure  to  study 
and  make  good  this  lack,  have  failed  to  hold  a  posi- 
tion for  any  length  of  time,  but  have  been  moving 
from  town  to  town,  doing  some  things  fairly  well,  but 
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others  very  poorly;  second,  the  promising,  untrained 
high  school  graduates  who  have  had  experience  in  dis- 
trict schools.  These  young  women  have  acquired  poise 
and  good  judgment  in  their  district  school  work,  and  for 
this  reason  are  most  likely  to  succeed  in  the  grammar 
schools.  But  in  the  primary  schools  where  the  demand  is 
for  good  methods  of  teaching  rather  than  executive  power, 
the  recent  graduate  of  a  normal  or  training  school  is  to 
be  preferred. 

The  fact  that  our  New  Hampshire  Normal  School  sends 
out  annually  only  one  graduate  for  every  eleven  new 
teachers  in  the  state  renders  our  chances  of  getting  a  New 
Hampshire  Normal  School  girl  very  remote. 

Finally  the  choice  of  a  teacher  is  made  largely  through 
the  young  woman's  apparent  force  of  character  and  per- 
sonality. 

A  young  woman,  to  be  a  good  teacher,  must  have  the 
power  of  leadership.  If  this  powder  is  natural,  her  task 
of  learning  to  teach  is  made  much  easier,  but  whether 
natural  or  acquired,  she  must  have  it  or  fail.  To  many 
young  women  the  necessary  self-assertiveness  is  repugnant, 
but  this  feeling  must  be  overcome.  She  must  assume  the 
leadership  of  her  school,  and  direct  its  activities,  both  of 
the  school  as  a  whole,  and  of  its  individual  members. 
Hence  good  students  do  not  always  make  good  teachers. 

Sometimes  the  stress  of  the  position  takes  the  young 
woman's  nerve,  and  control  is  gone  before  she  realizes  it; 
in  others  this  same  stress  will  call  into  activity  latent 
powers  to  a  surprising  degree.  It  is  impossible  to  always 
1)0  sure  beforehand  which  result  will  follow. 

In  our  district  schools  we  must  generally  employ  recent, 
untrained  high  school  graduates  and  train  them  as  fast 
as  w(!  can,  into  efficient  teachers. 

This  hns  b(!(;n  a  vory  importjint  part  of  my  work,  and  to 
do  it  I  hav(;  visited  th(^  schools  as  often  as  possible,  watch- 
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ing  carefully  for  opportunities  to  show  the  teacher  where 
she  might  improve  her  work,  taking  the  class  for  a  few 
minutes  to  show  her  how  to  teach  the  subject  better. 
After  the  class  has  been  dismissed,  I  have  usually  spent 
a  few  minutes  in  pointing  out  to  the  teacher  her  failures 
and  methods  of  avoiding  them,  and  in  helping  her  to  ar- 
range her  work  to  the  best  advantage  for  economy  in  time 
and  for  securing  results. 

In  general  I  have  found  teachers  responsive  to  these 
criticisms  and  suggestions.  They  have  come  to  realize 
that  their  work  is  not  ''keeping  school,"  neither  is  it 
listening  to  the  children's  efforts  at  telling  what  they  have 
learned  from  their  books,  and  scolding  them  for  their  fail- 
ures, but  that  their  work  is  to  teach — to  so  present  the 
subject  to  the  class  that  the  minds  of  the  children  can  re- 
ceive it. 

Along  these  lines  Ave  have  made  a  good  degree  of  prog- 
ress. Towards  this  end  teachers,  school  board  and  pa- 
rents have  aided  by  their  loyal  support  and  co-operation, 
and  for  this  I  offer  them  my  sincere  and  hearty  thanks.'
